Prfaary Law 4 easUiaiieaal. 

The new primary elestloa law Is «oo- 
atltullooal. Justice Garrison baa flled 
an oploiog In the Supreme Court sum 
talcing the sot. The lew was atUoked 
by Coagcsssmaa Allan McDermott for 
Us Democrats of Hudson County. 

The court sustains the contention of 
Attorney-General MeOarter that the 
measure I* not special legislation. 

Jastles Garrison la his opinion bolds, 
arnt, that ths law In not apodal 
It applies only to genet 
Is It npnatal boot sea M 
nomination of ward effief by direct 
oto and for the nomlaaUsn of uflsm* 
for larger dlvi d e os by dalaga ter . 

On the queetloa M to the ant violat¬ 
ing the nnnrany of ths ballot. Justice 
Oerrtooo nays: 

" The right to veto n asard ballet in 
aether a natural right nor n constitu¬ 
tional right. Hsoos a teglatetlv* pro- 
viMoa that, if o h a ll anged. a enter shall 
make affidavit that at tha lad geoaral 
dodlon at whloh ho votod for a majority 
of too oaadldatoo w( too party with 
whloh ho 1* proposing to ad 
constitutional right of auoh 

"The argument, therefore, that toe 
affidavit to bo mads by a challenged 
voter violates any natural or m&dltu- 
tloaai right to oeorecy possessed by him 
la aotlrely without foundation 
“ Moreover, aa the voter I* not re¬ 
quired to say for whom be voted, hut 
only that he voted for a majority of 
lbs candidate* of the party with which 
he claims to act. It la difficult to »ee 
wherein such partial avowd la any 
mors Inimical to secrecy than la the 
open and avowed partisan oo-operatlon 
that has hitherto constituted the voter's 
credentials. ** 

Justice Garrison further bdda that 
the right to enact a primary election 
law la dearly within the Legldature’a 
police power*. 

Primary eleoUooe, he mid. are to far 
matters of public ooocern that they are, 
at the discretion of the LegleUture, 
proper objects of rccsoochls statutory 
regulation. Justloe Garrison concludes 
blc opinion by citing toe fed thet In 
other Juriedlctlonc where primary elec¬ 
tion lewe hnve been pooped e like reeult 
bee been reached In case* brought 
the courts of those Jurisdictions.

Since the year 1890, when the Moun¬ 
tainside Hospital opened Its doors to 
the publle, every year be* seen so 
tncreeee In Its efficiency of service 
until It bee proved Itself Indispensable 
to the community to whloh It minister*. 
The lest year shows the record of a 
large number of patients eared for, end 
of greet success attending the work. 
Pot the twelve months ending August 
15 of the present year, three headed 
and eigbly-three person* were admitted 
to the hospital, slzty slz of whom 
occupied private rooms. While a part 
of the ward patients paid ward prteee. 
a Urge proportion were admitted free. 

Tbs Increased number of emergency 
oases during the year shows moat con¬ 
clusively the help tbet toe hospital 
offers In oaaee of aocideot. Many of 
the patients required Immediate help, 
and but for e hospital near at band the 
results might hsva been fatal. One 
hundred and twenty-eight eurglcal 
operations were performed, a large 
number of them of a very serious 
character. Pour hundred and tweoty- 
sevsn persona were treated In the 
out-patient department, many of whom 
returned day after day for advloe. All 
these free of charge. 

The crowded condition of the hospital 
at times during the year, the neeeeslty 
of separating medical and surgical 
oases, and the oeed of a children's ward 
hava led to a decision by the Governing 
Board to erect e new building. Ground 
bee already been broken end the work 
will be pushed ee rapidly as possible. 
Larger accommodations will make 
oecaeeary a larger Income. This point 
has been thoroughly considered by the 
management, but It U undertaken with 
the hope end sees ranee that toe trleeda 
of toe hoepltel will eome to Its eld, and 
support It as generously as they have 
done In toe past.

There will eooe be placed la the 
Stale Hvuee at Trentoa a life-alts 
llheneaa of Geoaral Joseph Bloomfield, 
after whom this town wee named, and 
whose visit here le one of the Interesting 
historic Inoldeots In tha eaaals of the 
town. The painting Is tha work of 
William H. Griffio of North Ptalafield, 
and It le ths gift of Charles Bloomfield, 
e greet-great-greed-nephew of the dis¬ 
tinguished soldier Governor. „ 

Mr. Griffis wan oommleeioeed to point 
the picture two years age. At thet 
time the doner ef the portrait la «U 
collated hie aid la eearehlng for e plo- 
ture from whloh a painting eewid he 
mad*. The North Flelnfielder hunted up 
the lets Oelonci Julies ftoott, toe noted 
artist, whose studio wue la the BUT- 
men building la 
who wan n great 
carlo*, ha got aot only a picture bet 
several modal H oc* of tha lata Governor. 
Now tha work Is finished end critic* aey 
that It rvfleet* great credit oe tha artlat. 

Governor Bloomfield was New Jersey's 
first Democratic Governor and to* 
fourth lo the Gubernatorial Hue after 
the adoption of the State Constitution. 
Hie predecessors were William Living*- 
toa, William Pattetnoo and Blobard 
Howell, the first taking office lo 1776 
sod the lest named quitting It lo 1801. 
Thee* three men were Federal lets. 
Governor Bloomfield wee elected lo 
office In 1801, end was re-elected In 1803, 
and be oootloued to hold the offloe until 
1812, a abort Interim being filled by 
John Lambert. President of the Oouooll. 

Charles Bloomfield, the donor of the 
picture, lives on the anoeetral farm be¬ 
tween Metucben and Amboy. He le the 
only living relative of the former Gover¬ 
nor. The homestead la a grant from 
King Charles I- of England to hi* early 
ancestor*. _
